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todlet was finally repaired. 

The soap dispensers did not work, for months. When that finally was rectified, dirt— 
catching holes were left to catch da#s, as they still do, after several years. 

There are two tbilets in the one woman’s restroom. When my wife used it the day I 
was told I should have done other than my doctor has me do^ ^ne sax had a broken handle, 
xb& ij/could not be flushed, and the stench was abominahle. 

In a medical building! 

Where I;+2L and vulnerable people go. 

The management was until recently 4o cheap with outdoor lighting that the parkLng^- 
lot -lights cut off automatically when it was still dark. That danger, particularly to 
th£ womed^ho work in that building, was ignored despite repeated complaints until a 
woman whose work gets her</ there early delivered an "unless 11 ultimatum. Thejc and only 
then, from the time that building was built, did the night lights stay on until full 
daylight. 

jflie cheapskate owners of that building ceftainly charge enough in rents to be able 
to afford ndmimum safe conditions for those who spending thepe medical money there,, give 
them and their practitioner tenants wliat should be a more than adequate income. 

If the contracted snow remover was paid to use sand and salt he would use them to 
make use of that buiJfding less unsafe. Ht, as he’d know, he'd lose that contract. 

^his was not a one-time oversight, ^t is wliat is usual for the elderly, the mothers 
and grandmothers with children in their arms and for all others who are subjected to un- 
necessary danger on the outside and revolting other danger on the inside.
